July 9, 1977 


A full Delegation meeting was held at the County Nursing 
Home, West Stewartstown. Commissioners Brungot, Corrigan, 
and Hawkinson were present; Superintendent Bouchard and Lan- 
gell as was County Co-Ordinator King, and County Treasurer 
John Morton. 


The daily figures of $25.70 for the Coos County Nursing 
Home and $31.39 for the new Nursing Home in Berlin are not 
concrete because the State budget is not approved in Concord. 
Superintendent Bouchard and Fred King explained the situation 
which could change when the State budget is finalized. 


Superintendent Bouchard explained the situation on proposed 
jail renovations. $440,000 was requested from LEAA but a reduc- 
tion in Federal monies jeopardizes our jail project. Many questions 
and a tour of the jail building was made. The County carries some 
insurance on the prisoners. 


Resolution 


Be it resolved that the Coos County Delegation approved and 
passed at a meeting held in West Stewartstown on July 9, 1977 to 
authorize the County Commissioners to expend a sum of money 
not to exceed $440,000 for the reconstruction and renovation of 
the County Jail and House of Correction, said sum of money to 
consist of not more than $440,000 including any Federal or 
State funds which may be available. The Delegation voted 
unanimously in favor. 


The Commissioners authorized to borrow not to exceed 
$200,000 in Serial Notes payable in 10 years. A roll call ensued, 
results 17 yeas and 1 nay.

Commissioner Hawkinson explained her views on the Ceta 
Program. Being against the present contract, she spoke against it. 
Paul Lessard affiliated with this program, gave us a resume of the 
project. There are 8 permanent employees plus several hundred 
summer workers. 


Many questions asked by Reps. Patenaude, Horton, Oleson, 
Lemire, Poulin, and Wiswell were ably answered by Commissioners 
Brungot and Hawkinson. 


Co-Ordinator King told us how the Tri-Council and Manpower 
came into being; now Coos wishes to be independent from Graf- 
ton and Carroll Counties. The State is not renewing the contract. 
A roll call followed, 15 yeas and 3 nays to go it alone. Reps. 
Woodward, Burns, Poulin, Lemire gave their views on this problem. 
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A motion to accept to improve conditions with the State, 
Rep. Poulin followed with this resolution whereas the people of 
New Hampshire and the present administration believe in the 
concept of Home Rule whereas difficulties have arisen in the 
past between the office of Manpower and the Tri-Council con- 
cerning the Ceta program whereas the administration is more 
efficient and more sensitive to the needs of people under local 
control. 


Be it resolved that the office of Manpower be more coopera- 
tive with the Coos County in the administration of said program 
adopted by the Delegation. 


A motion by Rep. Huggins and seconded by Rep. Horton that 
the sum of $440,000 be accepted in the 1977 budget. 


A vote on the acceptance of 1977 budget was as follows: 15 
yeas and 3 nays. The amount to be raised by taxes $1,056,746.00.

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REPORT OF THE 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


For Coos County 1977 was a year of turmoil and uncertainty. 
The year began with a financial projection of greater taxes caused 
by inflation in the cost of county services and by a serious short- 
fall in nursing home reimbursements at both county operated 
nursing facilities. The county budget was not finally adopted until 
November 4, 1977, a fuil ten months after the fiscal year began. 


Both nursing homes operated, at near capacity throughout the 
year and again waiting lists are evident. The need for these facili- 
ties by the elderly and disadvantaged is very real. The question of 
reimbursement was the only unknown during most of 1977. 
However, with the final passage of the state budget we could 
again feel confident that in the future we will be able to operate 
the county nursing homes without undue burden to the taxpayers 
of Coos County. In fact, the 1978 County Budget as proposed by 
the Commissioners indicates that the nursing homes will be oper- 
ated on a breakeven basis with no tax dollars required. 


The dairy farm operation continues to support the other 
facilities in West Stewartstown and is self supportive at the same 
time. This comes at a time when agricultural operations through- 
out the country are in a turmoil. 


In 1977 we were finally able to obtain the needed funds to 
renovate the County Jail and House of Correction. Federal E.D.A. 
and L.E.A.A. grants along with county funds will be expended 
on this major renovation project. By the end of 1978 we will have 
completed the construction which will bring this century old 
building up to acceptable standards. A very serious threat to life 
and property will have been eliminated. 


The cost of direct welfare services continues to escalate and 
this is now a major concern of the Commissioners. It is hoped 
that in 1978 we will be able to contain this expense. However, 
with the cutback in state funding in various programs it seems 
that local and county governments will be forced to assume more 
and more of the welfare burden. 


We would like to thank all of the county employees for their 
dedication and loyal service during this especially difficult year. 
We would like to acknowledge the support of the county’s 
citizens and thank them for their understanding of our concerns. 
It is appropriate to take this opportunity to thank the entire 
County Delegation for sincere and successful efforts in helping to 
solve the major issue of reimbursement to the nursing homes. The 
battle was long and sometimes bitter but in the end good sense 
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prevailed and now we can project 100% reimbursement in the 
years ahead. Also, we thank the Delegation for their support of 
all County operations. During 1977 the Congressional Delegation 
supported our successful claim to federal funding by way of a 
payment in lieu of taxes for the federal lands which are located 
within the unincorporated towns of the county. This brought 
into the county treasury $66,583.00 which accrues directly to the 
benefit of the county taxpayers. We expect that this will become 
a regular income item. We thank Senator Mcintyre, Senator Dur- 
kin and Congressman Cleveland for their support. 


We look forward to 1978 with confidence which we did not 
have when 1977 began. We again pledge to work in the best 
interest of the citizens of Coos County and to follow the course 
of total commitment to those among us who are least able to 
help themselves.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, the 
County Delegation and Citizens of Coos County. 


There were 80 Nursing Hospital Admissions and 75 Discharges 
with 34233 patient days for 93.7% utilization. 100% utilization 
cannot be maintained due to transfers to hospitals and return. 


The renovations to the Nursing Hospital are continuing. This 
past year we have had two floors - floor tiled. This proved to be 
quite an improvement, with dining rooms, portions of hallways 
and the main lobby wallpapered. Hopefully we can continue with 
floor tiles and wallpaper on the remaining areas this coming year. 


Picnics, cook-outs, and day outings for our patients are con- 
tinuing and eagerly looked forward to by all patients who are 
not bed-ridden. As in the past, Nugent Bus Service provides 
transportation whenever needed and the Lancaster Fair provides 
admission to our able patients and staff who accompany them. 


We wish to thank the Governor and Mrs. Thomson who 
visited and presented each patient with a gift. The Salvation 
Army of Berlin who held a service and presented gifts and the 
many different organizations and individuals who came in for 
caroling, parties, entertaining and distribution of gifts which was 
enjoyed by our patients. 


There were 205 Jail Admissions and 115 House of Correction 
Admissions for a total of 6052 inmate days. 


The center portion of the Jail and House of Correction reno- 
vation was started in December and will eliminate a fire hazard 
that has existed. Hopefully this renovation will be completed in 
1978. 


Our Farm continues to make us proud. Our herd is all regis- 
tered and good producers of milk. Our produce garden continues 
to be the envy of many. The Nursing Hospital purchased 
$32,235.42 worth of meat, milk and produce from the farm and 
a good amount frozen for use the remainder of the year. 


The Clergy continue to minister to the spiritual needs of our 
patients and inmates at the Jail and House of Correction. We were 
privileged to be able to have Mass on Christmas Day again this 
year. 


We sincerely acknowledge the Clergy, Mr. and Mrs. Marshall’ 
Ames, The Beecher Falls Manufacturing Company, the Directors 
of Lancaster Fair, Nugent’s Bus Service, the Canaan, Vt. Women’s 
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Club (for the monthly birthday cakes and Christmas decorations), 
and the numerous individuals and organizations who in one way 
or another make our patients’ lives a little brighter and joyful.

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REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
COOS COUNTY NURSING HOME — BERLIN 


It is with great pleasure that | submit this, my second annual 
report to the County Commissioners, the County Delegation and 
the Citizenry of Coos County. 


During the year, there were thirty (30) new admissions, two (2) 
of which were readmissions. There were fourteen (14) deaths here 
at the Nursing Home and five (5) occurring at the hospital after 
being transferred from this institution. There were also four (4) 
permanent discharges of our patients at other facilities after 
having been transferred there from this Nursing Home. 


The Occupancy rate hovered at ninety-eight/ninety-nine per- 
cent most of the year. Were it not for the beds saved (vacant) 
while a patient was in the hospital, the rate would have been at 
the one hundred percent (100%) mark. There was a long waiting 
list Of prospective patients all during the year. It is my personal 
observation that serious thought be given to adding more beds to 
this facility. 


During mid year the nagging problem of reimbursement, was 
resolved. On behalf of the taxpayers of Coos County, | would like 
to publicly thank the Commissioners, the Delegation and those 
County employees who through their persistent hard work were 
able to bring to fruitation a More equitable system of reimburse- 
ment that for the present covers the cost of maintaining this 
Nursing Home. 


The Activities Department has been expanded during the year 
to provide the additional needs of the patients. The following 
crafts were offered: woodworking, art, weaving, sewing, ceramics, 
jewelry making, yarn crafts, short term crafts, and rug making. 
Also offered were: bird watching, gardening in season, choral 
groups and music appreciation. There is also bingo, bowling, 
movies, monthly birthday parties, summer cook-outs and during 
inclement weather, cook-ins. 


At the start of this year, the Very Reverend Gregory Dumont 
was designated Chaplain of this Nursing Home. Later on, Dr. 
Normand Couture was added to our staff as Medical Director. 
Also during the later part of the year, | was able to obtain the 
services of a full time Physical Therapist whose department is now 
fully operational. With the exception of Speech and Audio, all 
departments are now in operation. 


| am now researching the possibility of a day care center to 
provide services to those elderly needing restorative therapy and 
Gare. 
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Again, | would like to express my appreciation to the Com- 
missioners, Dr. Norman Brungot, Chairman, Mr. Thomas Corrigan, 
Clerk, and Mrs. Marie Hawkinson and to every member of the 
County Delegation for their continued support. 


On behalf of the patients, | would like to thank those groups 
of citizens and service organizations who have come into our 
home to provide comfort and entertainment to our patients. 


A word of appreciation to my department managers for their 
unending support and assistance throughout the year. To the 
rest of the loyal employees of Coos County Nursing Home who 
provide that close personal touch, a very special thank you.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


To The Board of Commissioners 
and Citizens of Coos County 


Religious services were provided regularly at the Coos County 
Nursing Home in Berlin. 


Mass was offered every month on the second week by myself 
and on the fourth week by some of the area clergy from different 
parishes. Communion was distributed on these occasions and 
alternate weeks to all those who could not attend mass. Special 
masses were offered at Christmas time, Thanksgiving, Memorial 
Day at which relatives of the residents were invited. Young 
people of the area contributed to the services every other month 
by singing at one of the masses. 


Protestant services were held by the ministers of the various 
denominations of the area. 


Records show that the area clergy both Catholic and Protes- 
tant visited frequently with the residents at the Berlin Nursing 
Home.

A REPORT ON EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING 
PROGRAM ACTIVITIES INCOOS COUNTY 


INTRODUCTION: 


Under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 
1973 (C.E.T.A.), the Federal Government makes grants to local 
governments or combinations of local governments to enable 
them to provide locally planned and administered employment 
and training services to eligible clients within the local area. 


Under the provisions of the act, Coos County has elected to 
form the Coos County Employment and Training Agency for the 
optional delivery of employment and training serviced under the 
C.E.T.A. Act of 1973. The Agency officially started operation 
on October 1, 1977. The chief elected officials who are authorized 
by their legislative body to represent the Agency are as follows: 


Dr. Norman S. Brungot, Chairman of Coos County Board of 
Commissioners 

Thomas Corrigan, Coos County Board of Commissioners 

Marie Hawkinson, Coos County Board of Commissioners 

Frederick King, Coos County Coordinator 


Coos County Employment and Training Agency is just one of 
six (6) such agencies which comprise the Balance of State which 
are under sub-contractual agreements with the Prime Sponsor for 
the Balance of State the N. H. Office of Manpower Affairs. 


The comprehensive employment and training system has three 
main goals which are: 


1. To place economically disadvantaged unemployed family heads 
and youth in good jobs with adequate pay to support them- 
selves and their families at an income above the poverty level 
and to help them retain those jobs. 


2. To place some clients in other positive situations which will 
benefit the individuals concerned. These positive situations 
include returning to school or other full-time training, entering 
the military, obtaining a C.E.T.A. Title I] or VI position, and 
others. 
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3. To provide in-school, economically disadvantaged, potential 
dropouts, 16-21 year old youth with training and other ser- 
vices which will prepare them for entering the world of work 
at some future time. 


The priority groups which have been established by Coos 
County Employment and Training Agency, indicate that we 
are attempting to serve the lower 3% of the labor force, those 
who would tend to remain unemployed even if our economy 
were in good shape. We feel that the chronically unemployed, 
which we,-are trying to serve, suffer multiple barriers to employ: 
ment including lack of education, lack of financial resources, 
family responsibilities, racial and sex discrimination, and other 
barriers including a lack of understanding of the world of work 
and lack of a stable work record. 


Clearly, to accomplish the primary goal of unsubsidized job 
placement and retention for the economically disadvantaged, we 
need to provide services which will eliminate these barriers. The 
C.E.T.A. system is designed to provide the flexible and compre- 
hensive services which a client. would need to eliminate the 
employment barriers. 


For the program and fiscal year of October 1, 1977 through 
September 30, 1978, federal funds in the amount of $1,795,744.00 
have been allocated to Coos County Employment and Training 
Agency for a variety of program activities under different Titles 
of C.E.T.A. The Summer Youth Program for Fiscal 1978 has not 
yet been allocated at this time and the following information does 
not reflect this activity. Anticipated S.Y.P. allocation is shown in 
the following table as a separate item.
